4. Claims 1-4 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

The instant invention is drawn to crystals of a fusion protein SEQ ID NO: 1 (i.e., 
GST-human glucokinase); and a process of preparing the crystals that is useful, for 
example, for studying glucokinase activators increasing the flux of glucose metabolism 
to treat type II diabetes (see instant specification, bottom of page 2). 

The claimed glucokinase crystals (SEQ ID NO: 1) having specific unit cell 
dimensions, and P6(5)22 symmetry as noted in claims 1 and 2 are novel and unobvious 
in view of the unpredictability of forming such crystals even with a previously known 
enzyme. The crystals disclosed in Claims 1-2 are enabled by the use of the specific 
process disclosed by the applicants in Claims 3-4. In view of the examiner's 
amendment noted above and the approval of all necessary terminal disclaimers, all 
outstanding rejections are withdrawn.
